Butts running 
office

Former Supreme Court Justice 
Terry Butts, in his announcement, 
said he is running for attorney gen- 
eral to take his fight against crime to 
the “front line.” 

“For 22-plus years I have served 
as a judge and I have sentenced 
thousands of convicted felons to 
prison and soine to the electric 
chair,” Butts said. “Now, as attorney 
general, | want to serve on the front 
line, I want to be on the front line 
firing back against those who rob, 
rape and murder.” 

Butts, 54, served as a city and 
county judge before being elected 
to the Circuit Court in 1976, He 
served as circuit judge until 1994, 
when he was elected to the Alabama 
Supreme Court. He resigned his 
position on the Supreme Court 
March 22 and is the only Democrat 
to announce his candidacy for attor- 
ney general. 

As attorney general, Butts 
pledges to work closely with local 
district attorneys, sheriffs, police 
chiefs and through all facets of law 
enforcement.

“We are all going to work togeth-

Murder suspects arraigned 


by Marvin Mcllwain, Editor 


The two teenage suspects in the 
Cutts’ murders appeared before 
Judge Gary McAliley last Friday for 
arraignment. 

Russell William Cutts, Jr. and 
Jeremy Guthrie, both 18, who have 
been indicted on capital murder had 
another day in court in the tempo- 
rary courtroom facility located in 
the Enterprise Civic Center. 

Cutts, Jr, and Guthrie are accused 
of capital murder in the shooting 
deaths of Russell William Cutts, Sr. 


and his wife Leighanne Manning 
Cutts. 

Both victims’ bodies were found 
on March 16 in a creek located on 
AL Hwy. 189 south of Elba in the 
Perry Store Community. They were 
last seen alive on Friday, March 13, 
1998. 

The two teenagers were appre- 
hended in Sugarland, Texas on 
Sunday, March 15. They were dri- 
ving a pickup tuck belonging to 
Cutts, Sr. which had been reported 
stolen. 

Cutts, Jr. and Guthrie were 
returned to Enterprise, AL on 


Thursday, March 19, where they 
were arrested on capital murder 
charges. 

Attorneys for both suspects peti- 
tioned the court for their clients to 
be granted youthful offender status. 
No ruling has been made on this 
matter at the present time. 

Both murder suspects were also 
denied bail by the court and are 
being held in the Coffee County 
Jail. 

No trial date has been set for the 
two defendants at this time.

Barr seeks return| Spicer qualifies 
to circuit bench 


Circuit Judge Robert W. Barr has 
announced his candidacy for re-elec- 
tion as Circuit Judge, Place No. 2, 
12th Judicial Circuit, consisting of 
Coffee and Pike Counties. He has 
served in this position since his elec- 
tion in 1992. 

Before his election, Judge Barr 
served as Judge Advocate in the U.S. 
Air Force, and was in private practice 
in Troy for 13 years. 

He served as a part-time assistant 
district attorney for the 12th Circuit, 
working with the circuit's Drug Task 
Force in 1989. He served as city pros- 
ecutor for the City of Troy and taught 
in the Criminal Justice Masters 
Program at Troy State University. 

Judge Barr graduated from Pike 
County High School and attended the 
University of Alabama where he 
graduated with a bachelor’s degree 
in 1969. He attended the University 
of Alabama Law School, graduating 
with a Juris Doctor degree in 1972.

There was another Elba meeting Tuesday night, asking questions of FEMA, 
SBA, EMA, ADECA and anyone else who happened to get in the gun 
sights. This time it was a meeting of Elba business owners, but the answers 
were not any more pleasing, or any clearer, than what has been heard in pre- 
vious meetings to “inform the people.” The prospects of a buy-out of Elba 
with $3 million is what Elba folks continue to hear. For a spare-time pro 
ject we suggest our readers design their very own buy-out with that $3 mil- 
lion, If you find that you couldn’t get very far, welcome to the real world 
Forget any talk of sharing it with the other 11 counties, just concentrate on 
Elba to see the impossibility of this being any real workable solution. 


A person at the meeting Tuesday night doesn’t want his name involved, so 
we take any flak from this statement which we wholeheartedly endorse: 
“PEMA Director James L. Witt stood at the Elba airport and publically 
made the offer of the buy-out to Elba people and now it is time for FEMA 
to put up or shut up.” We doubt that will happen but it needs saying. People 
are sitting around confused about what to do with their insurance money, 
etc. because of the veiled promises being batted around about buy-outs, 
relocations, etc. ... with the (about) $3 million. We think these people need 
to face reality and ignore this fanasy talk and get on with rebuilding their 
homes and their lives. 


Friday is the deadline for candidates to file qualifications papers in the 
upcoming Democratic and Republician primaries. While there were some 
early qualifiers, others are just now getting around to paying their fees to 
the party. Others are apparently undecided or are playing a game of poker 
with their potential opponants by waiting until the last minute to take any 
action. Some of us have taken the Kenny Rogers song of “Know when to 
hold ‘em and know when to fold ‘em” a bit farther. We know when not to 
be in the game at all! Those of us in that catagory will sit on the sidelines 
.. and complain. All that is to say something we have said here before: For 
our democratic society to survive as we know it today, people must step for- 
ward and offer themselves as candidates for public office.

We met with the Governor’s Task Force on disaster recovery last week. The 
assigned purpose of this group is to prevent things like the process of going 
through the red tape using up all the money available to Elba flood victims.

Under the current system, which 
will remain in effect for the next two years, teams were placed in “Area” 
alignments, and many areas had only two or three teams, which made it 
hard for many of the teams to fill up their schedules. Under the new pro- 
posal, teams would be placed in eight-team regions, with the top four teams 
advancing to the state playoffs. I don’t really like the idea of the top four 
teams making the playoffs, or the fact that Elba will probably face regular 
season road trips to places like Mobile, Silas and Montgomery. However, it 
will make scheduling a whole lot easier and give the fans somethin to talk 
about. The AHSAA has made many changes in many different aréas in 
recent years, and I just hope they were all made for the right reasons.

It was the 
largest crowd ever for a pro basketball game, and many showed up to see 
what was being billed as Michael Jordan’s last trip to Atlanta. If he can pack 
the place like that, maybe the NBA should pay him whatever he wants to 
continue his career. No doubt about the fact that Michael Jordan “IS” bas- 
ketball!

NELACY BAILEY, OPP 
- MY STORY 

I was born on April 7, 1923, on 

my grandfather's farm (Martin A, 


Leslie), which was located three 
miles west of Gantt, in Coffee 
County. My parents were Acy 


Bailey and Alice Leslie Bailey, They 
worked on my grandfather's 5 
farm, 

I have one sister, Corine, who ts 
15 months younger than | am, At 
age 2 my father moved us off 
Leslie's farm and continued to move 
every year until | was seven years 
old, 

My mother and father separated 
and Mother took my sister and me 
back to my grandfather's farm and | 
was so happy. My grandfather also 
had other employees. 

In the fall we would walk five 
miles to school every day, cold or 
hot weather, and we attended there 
for three years. This school was 
named St. Beaulah School. 

My mother moved to Andalusia, 
and my sister and I went with her. 
We went to Covington County 
Training School for two years. 
During that time, my mother met 
and married Fletcher Jones and 
moved to Opp. I could not go to 
school in Opp because Supt. Lee 
and the Opp City Board of 
Education would not allow black 
children to be taught above the 6th 
grade. 

Principal Carmichael was fired 
because he brought a 7th grade 
mathematics and history book to 
school and taught out of them, to 
some of the advanced students. 

My mother worked for the county 
superintendent and talked to him 
about transportation for the students 
in Opp who had completed sixth 
grade. This was done by Fletcher 
Jones getting a truck and the county 
put a body on it; therefore we were 
able to continue our education 
through 12th grade. 

Brother John Lane was our first 
bus driver for two years. I drove 
during my 10th, 11th and 12th 
grades, I was called into the Army in 
1943 and on Nov. 12 I was sent to 
Camp Lee, Va., where our Infantry 
training began. 

They put me through some rough 
training, but I always said if others 
could do it, so could I. I finished 
training and was shipped out to 
Europe, landing in Liverpool, 
England. I was given a truck to 
drive, even though I had taken 
Infantry training. 

I remained a truck driver through 
my Army career. | was in France, 
Belgium, Germany, and 
Czechoslovakia. I was in Europe 24 
of my 30 months in the Army. I also 
toured the watch factories in 
Switzerland. 

After returning home in May, 
1946, I prepared myself for college 
by taking a trade at Tuskegee 
Institute (University). After spend- 
ing a year in sheet metal and roof- 
ing, I completed the course and got 
a job in Gary, Ind. After three weeks 
I went to Warren, Ohio, and worked 
there for two years. Later I returned 
to Alabama and entered Alabama 
State University, where | majored in 
mathematics and minored in science 
and physical education 

My first teaching job was in 
Hartford, Ala., where I taught 7-12 
grades. | coached basketball and had 
a championship team along with 
Dothan High School. I was offered a 
job in Selma in 1959, and in 1966 | 
got another job offer in Opp. 

While living in Selma, I was sur- 
prised to learn that the county and 
city officials would not allow black 
citizens to register and vote. I also

‘ noted that Selma was about 51-1/2 
* percent black, and that was the main 


reason for keeping blacks from reg- 
istering to vote, 

There were so many blocks of 
injustice done to the blacks, After 
the students and teachers marched, 
demonstrating against the discrimi- 


* nation going on in Selma, it was sad 
‘times for us. But we were deter- 
* mined to reach the goal. | helped 
+ integrate the city schools in Opp, 


along with so many others, includ- 
ing Bro, Milton MelIntosh, It cer
